France had boon saving right along 
t h a t all they needed was plenty to 
eat and they would take cure of tho 
linns without, any help from Uncle 
Sam's soldiers, still it 
had 
become 


apparent that a

in was hurried to tho front for

Things were hot. when they arrived 


at the front, and there wore many 
more OcrnuuiH than there were

Americans put new life into the figh- 
ters, and as the. Germans wore ad- 
vancing in rather close forrnaton, it 
was a 'regular snap for tho Ameri- 
cans, and for the 
llrst 
time 
the 


French saw soldiers who, in tho heat 
of battle, took aim at the advancing 
foe, nnd did not. waste 
their 
am- 


munition by shooting over the heads 
o,f their adversaries. 
It not only 


surprised the French, hut it also sur- 
prised the Huns, and thfl result was 
that those making the attack were 
piled up in heaps, some times a rtox- 
en in a place.

stopped, but they began to gradual- 
ly fall back to their original lines, 
ii'nd then the Americans went over 
the top and after them.

nnd as ho could not use the limb ho 
started to crawl hack, with the hope 
of reaching some point 
where 
ho 


could obtain assistance. 


He had made fairly good progress 


toward the rear when he reached a 
road that wuv being shelled by the 
Germans with the idea, of preventing 
the Allies, from bringing up supplies 
a-long the thorofare. 
Stove realized 


that a barrage was on, but says that 
he was not paying much attention to 
the 'tolling shells, his one idea being 
to get whoro he could receive BOBJC 
surgical 'aid. 
About this time a shell 


lit near him, or he supposes that it 
did, and when he next regained con 
sciousness he had been in tho hospi- 
tal for fifteen days. 
Since then he 


has been, gradually recovering unt'l 
it was possible to send him back to 
this country to recuperate. 


Steve says that the reason that he 


was reported dead was because one 
of his company had seen him lying on 
the ground after he had been stun- 
ned, 
and supposing that he wa« dead, 


had so reported him. 
Of course 


Steve did not know the matter had 
been reported, and when he dJd come 
to life again, so much time had elaps- 
ed and there had been so many cas- 
ualties that nobody knew or remem- 
bered what had transpired In his 
case, 
It was a busy time over there 


just then and as he 
was 
officially 


dead it was Impossible to get mail to 
him, so that he did not know that his 
friends had been mourning for him 
and telling what a. good 
fellow 
ho 


was, and it was a. couple o-f months 
before the matter was straightened 
out at headquarters, aUho bis friends 
here received letters from him and 
realized that the report was a mis- 
take. 
When Mr. Schwebke 
arrived 
in 


this city last Friday he wan certainly 
received 
with open arms by bis 


friends and outride of a limp caused 
by the bullet tliat struck him In the 
knee, he looks none the worse 
for 


bis experience, 


Steve says that the only regret he 


has of the whole business Is that 
after days and days orf instruction he 
got in how to stick a Hun with a bay- 
onet, during which he worked, and 
toiled until his muscles ached all 
over, he never had a single chance 
to try out his skill in this, line, never 
having gotten near enough to 
enemy to jab one of them with 
cold steel.

Brewer, camp . surgeon, show that 
from n record catch of 128,000 files 
in traps which wore sot in various 
barracks, moss halls and other build- 
ings July 2, the number caught grad- 
ually decreased to one-fourth that fig- 
ure on August 30, the season of tho 
year when they are most prevalent.

sale In tills form. Buying the prepared 
rather than tho fresh product, there- 
fore, saves a war material. 


Coconut is more than a delicacy. 


It is a real food, for It contains a high 
percentage of fat and some protein, 
both of which have i\ high food value. 
And when you include coconut dishes 
in your menus you nre helping to pro- 
vide masks 1'or soldiers at the front.

More than onc-fhird of 
the .senators are personally Interested 
In the election oil themselves.

there is the question of the political 
control ol! the two brunches of con- 
gress.

While Feeding Stuffs Are Extremely 


High It Is Essential to Weed Out 


Unprofitable 
Fowls — Mako 


House Comfortable. 


A maximum production of poultry, 


cpgs, ducks, geese und lurkpys is the 
object of tho United States department 
of agriculture's campaign, to stimulate 
the output. This Involves the prepa- 
ration for market of a mnxinurm 
amount of desirable, salable stock as 
well ns the retention in the producing 
flocks of the best fowls which arc par- 
ticularly qualified as layers and breed- 
ers. Quantity or volume of market 
products is, of cour.se, desired, but: In 
no respect should quality be sacri- 
ficed in order to increase the business 
bulk of eggs, meat, breeders or exhibi- 
tion fowl. 


During the autumn the matter of 


culling tho flock again is of first Im- 
portance. Especially during times liko 
the present, when all feeding stuffs nre 
extremely high in price, It is essential 
that unprofitable fowls bo culled from 
the wage-earning flock. 
The federal 


poultry specialists urge Ihat all un- 
profitable birds not qualified as layers 
or breeders should be culled from the 
flock by October. Experienced poultry- 
men whose flocks return the maximum 
net profits maintain that close culling 
is the most profitable and timely occu- 
pation in which they can engage dur- 
ing the onrly fall. 


Steady Stream of Eggs. 


Every producer desires a steady 


stream of fall and winter eggs. Strict 
attention to the calendar and the poul- 
try program, and tho proper relation 
between the various seasons and the 
nctlvHles In the hennery and yards 
help get many eggs. This means to 
perform each seasonal activity at ex- 
actly the right time. The hatch must 
be early; the chicks must: be pushed 
to rapid development and maturity. 


Early In tho fall, in sections where 


climatic conditions require .such notion, 
all the early and mature pullets should 
bo housed in comfortable, well-venti- 
lated quarters previously made sani- 
tary. Naturally In southern locations, 
where the autumn usually Is fairly 
warm, onrly housing may not bo neces- 
sary, but care should be exercised to 
have the birds under proper shelter 
when the weather begins to got cold. 
Sanitation should be practiced 
not 


alone in the housing of the poultry, 
but also in (heir feeding, watering und 
general management. 


Cleanliness Essential. 


Simplicity of ration and absolute 


cleanliness in the care and preparation 
of the dally menu nre essential.

The hens should 
not be killed, however, until they be- 
gin to molt and their comb begins to 
lose Its size, color and flexibility, for 
if these changes have not taken place 
the hens will probably still be laying 
and at a time of year when eggs are 
especially valuable. 


Crop of Strong Lambs. 


To obtain a maximum crop of stroug, 


vigorous lambs Is one of the, roost vi- 
tal phases of the sheep Industry. It Is 
not only an Important factor in assur- 
ing increased profits to the sheep rais- 
ers themselves, but Is a means of ma- 
terially Increasing the nation's supply 
of two of the most Important commodjl- 
tles, meat and wool, both of which are 
necessary to the feeding and clothing 
of the American soldiers and the arm- 
ies of our allies.

of perfumes and medicines, instead of 
the ?4.-10 tax proposed by the house 
on that cluss.

Keductlon of the beverage rate from 


$8 to $6.50 per gallon on distilled spir- 
its, It was stated, is expected to stimu- 
late both consumption and withdrawal 
from bonded warehouses, and thereby 
Increase the $735,000,000 which the 
house proposed to; raise from this 
source.

national prohibition legislation

Puts Good Faith of Berlin Peace Plea 


to Test of Deeds—Asks Whether 


Germany Is Willing to Abide 


by Terms Laid Down by 


American National 


Executive. 


Washington, Oct. 0.—President Wil- 


son Informed the German government 
that before the United States can dis- 
cuss nn armistice German troops must 
withdraw from all Invaded territory. 


The president's message was not a 


reply, but in the form of nn inquiry- 
The imperial Gorman government Is 
asked whether It accepts the terms 
laid down by tlie president lu his ud- 
dress to congress January 8, and In 
subsequent addresses. 


No answer to the Austrian peace 


proposal is contemplated for the pres- 
ent, it was made known ofllcinlly. 


America's reply to Germany's lat- 


est peace proposals was formulated 
by President Wilson in accordance 
with views expressed by the premiers 
of nl! tliii allied nations. 


The president, It was understood, 


has preceded actual sending of the re- 
ply by asking that Premiers Lloyd 
George, Cleuienccau nnd Orlando ad- 
vise him of their answers or by sub- 
mitting to the premiers a draft of hid 
reply for approval. 


Obviously tlie American government 


would not attempt to speak for the 
other allies without consulting thorn. 
Again, a curt and peremptory rejection 
could be used by the central powers, 
before tln-ir own people, to bolster up 
the falsehood that they nre waging a 
"defensive" war nnd that the object 
of tlie allies Is to "destroy" them. 


"Unconditional Surrender." 


The temper of debate In the senate 


nnd the general tone of public opinion 
In the senate was that the offer should 
be rejected; the practically unanimous 
public opinion as reflected in newspa- 
pers all over the country was that nn 
peace terms 
.^liort of unconditional 


surrender could be discussed. 


The reply Is not only nn answer to 


Germany and her allies, but a state- 
ment for the historical record of the 
world. 
It Is realized that the rejec- 


tion must be such that the people of 
Great Britain, France, Italy and the 
United States may be warned against 
the danger or throwing away the hard- 
won victory so near their grasp, and ut 
the same time leave no opportunity for 
Hun lenders to lure their people on to 
more bloodshed and sncrllice.

the allies are determined to have In 
one that shall rjd the world of Hun 
domination and insure it agafast an- 
other and oven more savage war us 
soon as the Hun war lords can repair 
their shattered armies.

well as the ictentlon In the producing 
flocks of (he best fowls which are par* 
Ocularly qualified as hiycts and breed- 
ers, 
Quantity or volume of market 


products Is, of course, desired, but In 
no respect should quality be sacri- 
ficed In order to Increase (ho business 
bulk of eggs, meat, breedcivs or exhibi- 
tion fowl. 


During the autumn (be mailer of 


rulllng tho Jlocl: again Is of first Im- 
portance. Especially during times like 
thepresi nl, when all feeding stuffs are 
extremely high In price, It Is essential 
that unprofitable- fowls be, culled from 
the wngcMMirnlnii flock.

Strict 
attention to (he calendar nnd (be poul- 
try program, nnd tlw proper relation 
between (be various seasons and tho 
activities In Hie hennery nnd yards 
help get many eggH. Tills means to 
perform each BPIIHOIMI activity at ox 
nelly thc> right time. Tho hutch must 
be early; (be chicks must be pushed 
to rapid development and maturity, 


Early In tho full, In sections where 


climatic conditions require Mich action, 
nil 1ho early nnd mature pulk'ts should 
bo housed In comfortable, well-venti- 
lated quarters previously made mili- 
tary. Naturally In KOiHhern locations, 
where Uie^ autumn usually Is fairly 
warm, parly JiouHlmc may notbenecos- 
Bury, but care should be pxprclRcc) to 
have tho birds under proper shelter 
when tho weafher begins lo gel cold.

Washington.—It is quite likely that 


politics which refuses to be adjourned 
in Washington will interest people iu 
other parts of the country before the 
campaign closes, but up to the present 
time the people seem to take little In- 
terest in the coming elections. This 
is shown generally In the primaries, 
where such a small proportion of the 
people go to the polis when the selec- 
tion of party candidates is made. A 
trip in any direction shows the apathy 
of the people as to politics. They dis- 
cuss tlie war, the loans, the revenue 
bills, and other vital matters of press- 
ing interest, but scarcely a m:m -ever 
discusses the political situation or 
seems to c;\re which party will control, 
the next house of representatives. 


Here in Washington the political 


situation is of real interest. Nearly 
every man in the house is a candidate 
for re-election. More than one-third of 
the senators are personally interested 
in the election of themselves. 
Then 


there is the question of the political 
control of the two branches of con- 
gress. Naturally the Democrats w-.int 
1O remain In control. They like the 
power and patronage and prestige 
which go with the majority. The Re- 
publicans are seeking just as earnestly 
to secure these advantages. 
Then 


there is the feeling that the raid-term 
congressional election is n sure indica- 
tion of the pulse of the people and in- 
dicates the election of a president. For 
30 years the success of a party at the 
mid-term congressional election has 
been followed by the election of that 
party's 
presidential candidate .two 


years later. With so much of a po- 
litical nature at stake, it is not sur- 
prising that men so vitally interested 
refuse to adjourn politics at tills time. 


When the eagle has to soar, then is 


young Congressman Decker of Missou- 
ri on the job. There had been a 
whirl of political -speeches. Democrats 
and Republicans had said things about 
each other. The greater issue of win- 
ning the war seemed to have been for- 
gotten. Leader Kltchin looked about 
him and his'fjice brightened. "I yield 
ten minutes to the ' gentleman from 
Missouri, Mr. Decker," he said. And 
then Decker gave those fellows "what 
for." 
He told them in a few well- 


chosen words to stop their political 
bickering, and then he. opened the 
floodgates and oratory was on tap. 
There w~ere references to "Way Down 
South in Dixie," "Yankee Doodle," "My 
Country, -'Tis of Thee," Stonewall 
Jackson nnd Robert E. Lee, 
"Pap" 


Thomas and Ulysses S. Grant, Chlcka- 
mauga, Spottsylvania and 'Cold Har- 
bor; and then something about the 
North and the South, the East and the 
West, and the grandsons of those who 
wore the blue and the gray now in 
khaki on their way to Berlin. After 
that those political orators felt rather 
ashamed of themselves. 


Congressman Hamilton of Michigan 


made a speech in the' house which 
might be termed a "History of the Hun 
in .Paragraphs," but which he culls 
"The House of Hohenxollern." Hamil- 
ton always publishes his speeches in 
paragraphs, two, three, or not more 
than a half-dozen lines each, making 
them very attractive and very read- 
able. But this speech is particularly 
attractive and Interesting because it 
gives the history of the Hun leader 
succinctly 
and 
with 
an 
accuracy 


which shows that Hamilton gave the 
matter" careful study and research; It 
3s not a very proud pedigree which is 
displayed of the 'present Hun leader. 


, It .mny be asked why there Is so 


much " debate ' upon measures 
which 


finally pass with practical unanimity. 
Possibly it is because men in con- 
gress -like to talk, but It is also 
true that many men in both senate and 
house oppose certain features of a bill, 
but are willing to support it even If 
they cannot amend it. 
Such is the 


fact regarding revenue apd appropria- 
tion-bills and notably the recent draft' 
act which was fought on many pointn. 
but passed with only two opposing 
votes. 
The new revenue bill Is far 


from satisfactory; it was vigorously 
assailed as to some features by both 
Democrats and Republicans, but as a 
whole It was supported.by everybody. 


All these war measures must be sup- 


ported. No inan -of either party can 
remain In public life and oppose meas- 
ures, which the administration .thinks 
necessary to carry on the war. There 
are criticisms, of course, and no doubt 
there are some very bad-features In- 
corporated In various bills, but as war 
measures tiey. go through with the 
feeling that errors and mistakes can 
be corrected after the war.

House Comfortable. 


A maximum production of poultry, 


eggs, ducks, geese und turkeys Is tho 
object of the United States department 
of agriculture's campaign to stimulate 
the output. This Involves tho prepa- 
ration for market of a innxlimcm 
amount of desirable, salable stock us 
well as the retention In tho producing 
flocks of the best fowls which arc par- 
ticularly qualified ns layers and breed- 
ers. 
Quantity or volume of market 


products Is, of course, desired, but in 
no respect should quality bo sacri- 
ficed In order to Increase the business 
bulk of eggs, meat, breeders or exhibi- 
tion fowl. 


During the autumn the matter of 


culling the flock again Is of first Im- 
portance. Especially during times nice 
the present, when all feeding stuffs are 
extremely high in price, it Is essential 
that unprofitable fowls bo culled from 
the wage-earning Hock. 
The fedora) 


poultry specialists urge that all un- 
profitable birds not qualified ns layers 
or breeders should be culled from tin: 
flock by October. Experienced poultry- 
men whose flocks return the maximum 
net profits maintain that clone culling 
IB the most profitable and timely occu- 
pation In which they can engage dur- 
ing the early fall. 


Steady Stream of Eggs. 


Every producer desires n sternly 


stream of fall and winter eggs. Strict 
attention to the calendar and tho poul- 
try program, and tho proper relation 
between tho various seasons and the 
activities In the hennery and ynrds 
help -get many eggs. This means to 
perform each seasonal activity nt ox- 
nctly the right time. The hatch must 
be early; tie chicks must be pushed 
to rnpld development and maturity. 


Early In the fall, in sections where 


climatic conditions require such action, 
nil the early and mature pullets shpuld 
be housed in comfortable, well-venti- 
lated quarters previously made sani- 
tary. Naturally In southern locations, 
where the autumn usually is fairly 
warm, early housing may not bo neces- 
sary, but care should be exercised to 
have the birds under proper shelter 
when the weather begins to get: cold. 
Sanitation 
should bo practiced 
not 


alone In the housing of the poultry. 
But also In their feeding, watering and 
general management. 


Cleanliness Essential. 


SlnipHcIty of ration and absolute 


cleanliness In the care and preparation 
of the dally menu are essential. AH 
feedstuffs supplied to the flock should 
.be-sweet, sound and wholly free from 
tn nt, mold or. raustiness. For laying 
fowls the United States department of 
agriculture advises the use of a mix- 
ture of finely ground onts In cotfjunc- 
Uon with fine bone meal, this combina- 
tion being a valuable supplement to 
nny'comhierclal mash which is now on 
the market. 


Yearling hens should be retained In 


the flock to serve as breeding stock 
for the following season. Early, •tjrell- 
mntnred pullets are satisfactory If they 
ore not forced too much for egg prc- 
'ductlon during the winter. 


Attention to detail and care in con- 


stantly watching the little things 
which appear trivial are Important. 
A. sickly chick or adult allowed to run 
with the flock, a dead chick or fowl not 
burled or burAed promptly, soar feed 
In the houses or yards, lice and mites 
as well as drafts and dampness should 
be guarded against and combated OB 
Insidious enemies.

Thero was an c-ll'ort to fling tho won- 
aJrfl.1 song, and after a fashion It succeeded But 
Miouch before tho refrain hud been finished there 
wore many voices hushed, many hands that could 
not wave tho llttlo French tlags-for a moment 
patriotism, love ol country, hope and trust had 
boon awakened. A few minutes later I followed 
tho Rod Cross doctor Into the big room where he 
oxumlnes every child who comes Into Evlan with 
these convoys of repatriated people. 
So far he 


htm examined nearly 50,000. I saw 280 little chil- 
dren examined. Tlu-y ranged in age from three to 
hvelvo years, and of them all there were barely 
more than DO per cent whom he could PUSH as be- 
ing oven fairly well nourished. 


"They have been fed mostly on turnips nnrt 


black bread for months," he explained "and with 
each convoy there are more undernourished ones 
and more like this little fellow." He indicated a 
thin wisp of a boy—he was ten years oC age—it 
wan tuberculosis. 


This explains, furthermore, why ('lie American 


Red Cross hospital, ns a part of its war burden, 
has b<>en obliged to extend its work Into the loua- 
datlon and maintenance of homos, Here, there and 
everywhere throughout France, for tlieae unfoi- 
tunutes whom Germany IB sending back by tho 
hundreds of thousands. For they are unab e to 
work, aimihle to make their own homes, ami the 
civilian population of France, bent double with 
the pack of Its own problems, has been Incmis- 
ingly powerless to cope with this, Germany s in- 
sidious effort to break the morale of France. 
* It was nil now to me when I went up to Bviau 
from Paris to see the repatriates come In. I hna 
heard of how, Germany Lad begun sending them 
back in 1030, and how, as the numbers oC them In- 
creased, the American Red Cross stopped In and 
undertook to look out for the Bick children, final y 
extending 
Its work to caring for the huDdrorta 


of tuberculous women whom Germany rctr.rnpa to 
France 
But I had heard, also, of how the repa- 


triates, sent through Switzerland by the Germans 
arrived at Evlan, singing, kneeling down and kiss- 
ing the soil of France and gladly taking up their 
share of their country's work In factories and on 
farms. 
I had looked for a scene of joy at the 


station there in Evlun,, for cheers and heart-thrills 
at the cnaluo. Here was a people being returned 
to the country that it belonged to; here'were ban- 
uers of welcome, here were hands and hearts open 
to It Bnt I had seen something entirely different, 
nnd when I Inquired It WHS explained to me.. "II 
Is plainly," I was told, "part of the Gerrtinn plan 
of breaking down French morale, of destroying th* 
efficiency of the American Red Cross, which.lt has 
learned is doing such a largo part in.the work o* 
Handling repatriates. 


"At tho same time thnt Germany Is hurling her 


big shells into Paris by day and air raiding It by 
nli'ht; at the snme time that she is driving roi'u- 
gees by the thousands from their homes In towns 
ulong the lino of .her proposed advance; at the 
name time she Is filllng.the hospitals with wounded 
French nnd American -soldlera, taxing the equip- 
ment of the American Kfid Cross to the limit, as 
che believes, she has tried a new trick during this 
offensive. 


"If this IH not BO, how cnn It be accounted for 


that each succeeding tnilnload of repatriates l« 
larger, contains more, sick and completely used up, 
individuals thnn the previous one? How can you 
account for the large number, of young women 
with babies born In Germany since they wer« 
taken there—bftbles whose fathers may be Ger- 
man, but whose Identity will ever remain a myo 


tery__vvh.lch are unloaded on UB every day?"

Germany sends these people in, 


wrecks, so cowed, so starved, that they can scarce- 
ly tell where they have been, what has happened 
to them in the years of their slavery,in the mines, 
the mills, tho fields of their captor country. Tuber- 
culosis seems to have a flrm grip on many of them, 
and'the children are tilled with the germs of eon- 
tacious diseases. NBut either by happy ability of 
the French to rise under difficulties, or the joy of 
finding themselves back In their own laud, the 
•aridity with which they rally, the quickness with 
which their minds clear, Is remarkable." 


A French'woman, In charge of^the casino vei-

"The more they send the 


better we like It We can care for all, with th« 
help of our friends, the Americans, And the. faster 
they send them back, though .their coming so fast 
unquestionably taxes our resources to. the utmost, 
the more quickly will France get back her own 
people."

Germany had begun senillng them 
buck in 1010, und how, tin the numbers o£ them In- 
creased, tho American Reel Cross stopped In ami 
undertook to look out I'or the sick children, Dually 
extending 
Its work to caring for the hundreds 


of tnhorculous women whom Germany returned to 
France. But I had heard, also, oE how the repa- 
triates, sent through Switzerland by the Germans 
arrived at Kvluu, singing, kneeling clown and kiss- 
ing the (toll of Franc* and gladly taklm; up thel* 
share of their country's work In .factories and on 
farms. 
I had looked for a scene of Joy at HID 


station there In Mvlnn,, for cheers and heart-thrilld 
nt the casino. Here was a people being returned 
to the country that It belonged to; here' were ban- 
ners o£ welcome, here were hands and hearts open 
to It, But I had seen something entirely different) 
and when I Inquired It WHS explained to me,. "II

of breaking clown French morale, of destroying th* 
ofllclency of the American lied Gross, whldi.lt has 
learned Ifi doing such a large part In. the work ol 
handling repatriates.

big shells Into Paris by day and air raiding It bj 
nl|,r}it; at the same time that tme Is driving refu- 
gees by the thousands from their homes In towna 
along Hie line ot .her propu.wd advance ; nt th« 
same Hmo she. Is filling. the hospitals with wounded 
French and American -soldiers, taxing the equip- 
ment of the American Hod Cross to the limit, as 
slip believes, sho has tried a new trick during this 
offensive. 


"If this Is not so, how can it be accounted for 


that each succeeding tmlnload of repatriates !» 
larger, contains more, sick and completely Vised ujj, 
Individuals than the previous one? How can you 
account for the large number -of young women 
with babies born In Germany since they wort 
taken there— -bnble's whose fathers may be Get1 


man, but whose Identity will ever remain a my» 
tcry — which are -unloaded on us every clay?" , 


Even nt tlint it seemed rather n difficult task, 


These pooplo whq were coming In — I saw several 
trulnloads of thorn — seemed stich hopeless things, 
What could be done with them? What a burden 
they would he on' tho French I How little result 
there would be from anything done for them 01 
with thorn I ' . 


"That IB far from being tho case," I was told. 


"They respond In an Incredibly short time to all 
we do for thorn,. Their health Improves, thcli 
minds clear. From being liabilities they soon be- 
came assets. 
Germany .sends these peoplo In, 


wrecks, BO cowed, so starved, that they can scarce- 
ly toll wheru they havo been, what has happened 
to them IB the years of their slavery In the mlne», 
the mills, the fields of their captor country. Tuber- 
culosis seems tt> have a firm grip on many of them, 
and tho dhlldren nrn filled with the genus of con- 
tagious rtlsewes. s-But either by happy' ability ot 
the French to rlso under dllllcultles, or the Joy of 
finding themselves .back In their. -own laud, tho 
rapidity with which they rally, the quickness with

ment, then, us In looking aside she nearly collided 
with someone ahead of her. she shrunk from him 
with a sort of cry, as If she .had expected to be 
beaten down. 
U'o followed the procession into the large nau, 


now where the people of Evlan greet these home- 
comers, and where, at long tables, they feed them. 
Over (lie balcony hung the flags of tho allies, with 
the French and American closely Intertwined. The 
people were placed at tlio tables, numbly obeying 
the lied Cross nurses who flitted about assisting 
them. They ate the food which was set. before 
them without a word. 


As they ate and drank—there was some .SjO or 


these people—I walked about with the Red Cross 
doctor and studied their faces, their demeanor 
Occasionally as one saw .us he or she smiled, but 
for the most part It wns like waiting through the 
h-ills of un asylum for the mentally deficient—the 
eyes wero dazed, the expression empty, vacant. 


I5v now some young women had passed among 


tho'crowd giving to each a little French flag. I 
noticed a hoy of. about twenty, tall, well put to- 
.'Othor. The girl had to thrust the flag into his 
huncl and explain to him what it wns. 


• "That boy hasn't always been an Idiot, I would 
say'offhand," snld the doctor at my side. 
"He 


looks beaten, whipped. That's the sort they are 
sending back to us, nowadays." 


Tin- boy still holds the flag, looking at. it as If 


trying' to recall where he had seen that combina- 
tion of colors before. I recollected that he .would 


has examined nearly 50,000. I saw 280 little chil- 
dren examined/ They ranged in age from three to 
twelve years, and of them all there .were, barely 
more than 50 per cent whom he could pass as be- 
ing even fairly well nourished. .

"They have been fed mostly on turnips and 


black bread for months." he explained, "and wltti 
each convoy there are more xmdernouri shed ones 
and more like this little fellow." He Indicated a 
thin wisp of a boy— he was ten years of age— it 
was tuberculosis.

This explainsi furthermore, why the American 


Bed Cross hospital, as a part of Its war burden, 
has been obliged to 'extend its work into the foun- 
dation and maintenance of homes, here, th«e and 
everywhere throughout France, lor tttese unfor- 
tunates whom' Germany' Is sending back by tna 
hundreds of thousands. For 'they ore unable to 
work, unable to make their own homes, and the 
civilinc population of France, -bent double, with 
the pack of its own problems, , has been Increas- 
ingly powerless to cope with this, Germany s in- 
sidious effort to- break the morale of France. 


It was all new to me- when I went \ip to Bvlan 


from Paris to see the repatriates come to- I- naa 
heard of how, Germany had begun sending them 
back in 1916, and how, as the numbers of them In- 
creased, the American Bed Cross stepped In and 
undertook to look out for the sick children, finally 
extending its work to caring for the hundreds. 
of tuberculous women whom Germany returned to 
France 
But I had heard, also, of how. the repa- 


triates, sent through Switzerland by the Germans 
arrived at Evlan, singing, kneeling down and kiss- 
ing the soil of France and gladly taking up theft 
share of their country's work In factories and on 
farms. I hod looked for a scene of joy at the 
station there in Bvlan,, for cheers and heart-tlmUe 
at the casino. Here was a people being returned 
to the country that It belonged to; here>-ere ban- 
ners of welcome, here were hands and hearts open 
to It. But I had seen something entirely different, 
and when I indulred It was explained to me. . "H 
Is plainly," I wns told, "part of the. German, plan 
of breaking down French mornie, of destroying th» 
efficiency of the American Bed Cross, which, it has 
learned is doing such a large part In, the work of 
hnndlingrepatriat.es.

The brick are laid up In a liaif-lncb 


Portland cement cushion and the joints

In some horse bnrns a iloor of this

The frame of the barn Is supported 


on a good concrete foundation that ls^ 
• carried down to spread footings below, 
the frost line. 
The walls -are also; 


carried 24 inches above grade and the: 
studs are placed on top of this wall.: 
To protect tlie ends of the studding 
and prevent them from rotting the- 
studs are placed in studding sockets; 
made of cast iron. These sockets are- 
imbedded in the concrete and present- 
one of the best ways of constructing 
frame barn structures. Holes are pro- 
vided in the sides of the sockets so 
that they can be nailed to the upright 
timbers. 
Post sockets are also pro- 


vided for the double row of posts 
that run through the center of the 
barn. 


Stable Room for Cows.

Two Good Flooring Materials. 


There are two materials that have 


been used-for this purpose with con- 
siderable success. 
One is the cork 


brick and the other is tlie treated wood 
blo.ck. The wood block is in various 
forms and is treated with many'dif- 
ferent substances of which tlie most 
common is creosote. 


Cork brick is made of granulated 


cork~wliich is mixed with refined as- 
•phalt. and then pressed under heavy 
pressure into a brick. 
The brick is 


very resilient and never becomes slip- 


rack for stormy 
days, and a few 


stanchions in a separate stable for 
the cows and calves, where he could 
feed them differently.
